Mrs. Betty Cook, one of the best 
known and widely loved women in 
Comanche county passed into the 
•vast forever after an illness of six 
weeks at a sanitarium in Austin, 
' November 14th, at 1 a. m. 
A unt Betty Cook, as 
she was 
best known to the host of her nei­ 
ghbors and friends, was a child of 
one of the earliest and most res­ 
pected families to settle in this 
county, being a child of Grandpa 
Pendergrass. 
She was born in Smith county, 
Texas, March 11,1850, being sixty, 
five years, eight months and three 
days old at the time of her death. 
She was the fifth child of a rem ar­ 
kable family of nine children,there 
being five girls and four boys, all 
of whom are still alive. She came 
with her fa th e r’s family to Coman- 
hce county in 1859, being then a 
child of nine years, and lived in 
this section until a few years ago 
when she made her home with her 
son, Jim, at Austin. She was mar­ 
ried to John R. Cook probably in 
1875. Of this marriage there were 
horn three children. One dying an 
infant, the other two, Jam es P. 
Cook of Austin, and Mrs. Addie 
Stagner of Woodson, survive her; 
the father having died in 1894. 
She united with the Church of 
Christ probably when a child and 
was a consistent member until her 
death. 
She was a devout Chris­ 
tian and through the influence of 
her daily life and faith many of 
the present church members of 
this county were led to seek their 
Savior and subsequently join the 
church. 
Aunt Betty was one of those no­ 
ble, self-sacrificing 
women 
who 
bore all the hardships of the life 
of a woman of the frontier un­ 
flinchingly and always thought of 
the comfort of those about her be­ 
fore her own as only those women 
who have undergone the life of an 
early settler can do.
